CloseConf erenceO — closes an audio conference. 

GetConf erenceByllcketO — finds the conference name given the ticket number. 
Lis tConf erenceO — returns a sequence qf conference objects. 
HctAudioStatO — finds information about a set-top audio client

NewAudioO — creates an audio client for a given set-top box. 
DeleteAudioO — deletes an audio client. 

RegisterOwnerO — registers conference owner by object reference 
RegisterOwnerByNameO — registers conference owner by export name 
UnregisterOwnerO — removes a registered conference ownership 
SetMixOneO — sets the volume of the conversation between two audio clients. 
SetMixO — sets the volume of the conversations between many audio client pairs. 
GetMixOneO — returns the volume setting between two audio client pairs. 
GetMixO — returns the volume settings between many audio client pairs. 

SetTimeOutO — sets a number of seconds of inactivity after which the conference 
is closed automatically. It can be set to never close. 

GetTimeOutO — finds the length in seconds of the timeout 

AudioIdsO — gets a list of audio IDs in a conference. 

AudioStatO — gets information about an audio client given the audio ID. 

Conf StatO — gets information about an audio conference.
